In addition to the flour, rice, 
meal, beans, powdered milk and 
cheese, the county supplied 
white bacon and lard and oat- 
meal and canned milk for fam- 
ilies with small children and 
babies. On Feb. 6, 487 families 
received these foodstiffs. By 
Feb. 8 the county had made 
food available for 1,100 more 
families. 

Forty volunteers interviewed 
the applicants and filed case 
cards. These cards will be used 
as a basis of distribution next 
‘Thursday and Friday. 

“We ask that folks who do 
have work and can get along 
please stay on the job and not 
apply for food," Mrs. Griggs 

astmphasized. “If people work- 
ing in the fields leave and come 
for food, someone who is hun- 
gry may be squeezed out," 

The county does not haye 
funds to supply more oatmeal, 
kerosene or canned milk, Do- 
nations locally and throughout 
the county must be found to 
meet these needs, the chairman 
said. 


Rice Disease Is 
Apparently Gone 


Six months after making al 
suprise appearence on the south- 
-eastern shores of Lake Okeecho- 

~.wee, a white leaf virus of rice| 
known as hoja blanca apparent- 
ly has been uprooted from the 
state. « . 

For the most part, clean cul- 
tivation practices have been fol- 
lowed in the four fields in the 
Belle Glade area where the 
disease was discovered last Au- 
gust. State and federal plant 

pest control agents, called to 
identify the malady, agreed 
that the disease was hoja blan+ 
ca, a virus of rice known pre- 
viously only in Cuba, Venezu- 
ala and Panama, 

Aerial spraying to destroy a 
leafhopper thought responsible 
for transmittal of the virus was 
followed by plowing of the rice 
plantings. Despite clean culti- 

^wation, some scattered volun- 
teer rice plants were found last 
month at Belle Glade and on 
Rabbit Island. Examination of 
these plantts revealed no symp- 
toms of hoja blanca. 

Officials painted out that no 
definite decision on results of 
the eradication program can be 
made until after a new crop of

Perhaps the greatest triumph 
"Flying High" has yet achieved 
occurred in the spring of 1956 
when the group was selected to 
put on tke special Easter Show 
for the nationally telecast Seal- 
test Big Tep Show. Over 60,000, 
000 people from coast to coast 
watched thé students display 
their talents on TV . . . and the 
show was a grand success.
